in his diary to Norwich, this state, after- 
ward at Fordham, N. J., and then in 
Cuba, where be had charge of two gangs 
of men in tho building of a railroad. 
Leaving Cuba, he returns to tin's country, 
arriving at New, Orleans. 
His Cuban 


experience has given him funds, and he 
takes an extensive tour throughout the 
country,-visiting nearly every state, re- 
turning to New York, when the llcbellioii 
broke out iu April, 18G1, his military 
propensities prompting him to raise a com- 
pany of volunteers, and at their, head he 
entered tho army. 
While acting captain 


of this company he was elected colonel of 
the Forty-fifth New York regiment. 
He 


subsequently lived in various places and 
engaged in various occupations. 
He en- 


gaged with tho Winchester Arms Com- 
pany; in the employ of which he was nt 
tho lime of his death, prior to its removal 
from Bridgeport to this city, some twelve 
years ago. 
ft was supposed by many 


that he had a large fortune, but the ex- 
amination of his papers fails to give any 
strength to such a claim. 
He lias two 


sisters living in Bohemia. 
During his 


residence in New Haven he 1ms lived with 
Sirs. Allen TowiiKoud, at No. ;iilT Dixwell 
avenue. 


This story of his life has been written 


thus lutf from the fact that alt the entries 
upon hi« diary and his papers were in the 
Hungarian and Austrian languages,

president is Miss Clara Barton, is one 
with which our Congress should prompt- 
ly comply. 
AH the European nations 


have given iu their adhesion to the Gene- 
va convention foi the relief of the wound- 
ed in war, which acts through, the Red 
Cross societies, but the United States 
still remains outside, occupying a posi- 
tion which at first glance seems barbar- 
ous. Congress has been urged by Presi- 
dent Arthur to enter into this humane en- 
gagement, but the sense of security 
which is universally felt in this country 
has probably been the cause of the inat- 
tention to the matter which, the present 
Congress shows. It is to be hoped that 
the earnest public interest which is de- 
veloping in the matter will speedily induce 
Congressional action, KO that in future 
the flag of the Red Cross may float side 
by side with the stars and stripes, as it 
does side by side with every European 
flag. The labors of Miss Clara Barton 
toward procuring the adhesion of our 
government to the Geneva convention 
are no less commendable than were lier^ 
heroic efforts in behalf of our wounded 
soldiers during the civil war.

and I confess I do not see tho justice or 
even the sense of shaking "Channides-' 
in the young Irishman's face- at every 
step ho takes. Having said what was 
proper about it at the time it was offered 
to tho American public- as no doubt Col. 
ITigginson did—it may be well now to 
consider its author in other relations than 
as the misguided reviver of a vile piece 
of Greek obscenity.

It wad for 
habits of life, not for indecent verses 
that Byron was put under the ban in 
England, as Col. lligginson well knows; 
yet if Byron had come to America in ISlfi 
instead of going on the continent, he 
would probably have been honorably re- 
ceived in the best American families until 
he had shown by conduct here that he 
was unworthy of hospitality • especially 
if he had brought letters of introduction 
from John Qpiucy Adams or Washington 
Irving. 


If Mrs. Howe is correct in fancying 


that Col. Higginson meant, to censure her 
for receiving Mr. Wilde at her house, then 
I suppose a graver, charge than that of 
needless austerity will be at the gentle- 
man's door.

against the Chinese was the same which
